Note Demands Withdrawal of Ger­ 


man Warships From Orient and 


Evacuation cf Kiaochou. 


(By Un ited Preas.) 


Tokio, Aug. 17 .— The 
government 
is preparing for war. 
The fleet is 


manned, ready for net ion. The army 
has been ready and several corps 
are ready to go on board the trans­ 
ports which are fully provisioned and 
have steam up.

here that the ultimatum delivered to 
Germany will be denied and that im­ 
mediate hostilities must follow. 


The ultimatum,

transmitted to Berlin by a number of 
routes, demands the withdrawal of 
German w a r s hi p s from the Orient, or 
if not withdrawn that they be in­ 
terned for the war, and the evacua­ 
tion of Kiaochou.

15 to actually comply with the de­ 
mand. 


After the ultimatum was sent. Geo. 
W Guthrie, the 
■ rican ambassa­

the Japanese foreign minister

situation 
was 
presented to him. 
lie was told the 
action of the Japanese 
government 
was in the interest of peace in the 
orient. 
The Japanese position, Guth­ 
rie was informed, was that the p r e s ­ 
ence of German warships 
in 
far 
eastern waters and the maintenance 
there of a German base, is detrimen­ 
tal to peace in the Orient inasmuch 


a s trading vessels are always in dan­ 
ger of capture by the Germans. 
Guthrie was instructed to empha­ 
size to hi> government that Japan 
had no territorial 
designs 
herself.
